Ohio's banks have witnessed the 
adverse effects of the present bus- 
iness slump and the past sum- 
mers drouth better than the finaa- 
cial institutions 
of many states, 


and in the light of available signs, 
material evidences of distinct im- 
provement in the states business 
conditions "will be clearly mani- 
fest at a not far distant date." 


This-was the opinion expressed 


here today by Ira J. Fulton, state 
superintendent of banks, in an ex- 
clusive interview with Internation- 
al News Service. 


"The recent satisfactory rains — 


allaying fears that there might be 
another disastrous drouth 
;h>s 


summer — the reports of improve- 
ment in the unemployment situa- 
tion, not only in Ohio, but also 
throughout the nation; the begin- 
ning 
of out-door work, which 


comes with the advent of spring; 
the increased production in certain 
industries, all are factors which 
should aid in restoring confidence 
and promoting an up-swing in the 
general situation," Fulton declar- 
ed. 


FIELD IS HIT 


Like all other lines of business, 


Fulton said the field of bank and 
finance has been hard-hit by the 
period of depression through which 
Lhis nation and the world at-large 
has been passing. 


During the first three months of 


1931, 14 of the €44 state banks 
that are under the supervision of 
the state 
banking 
department, 


closed their doors. Only two banks 
were closed during the first three 
months of 1930. 


Most of Ohio's banking troub- 


les, Fulton, said, have occurred in 
"the agricultural" "districts, — being 
spread out more or less uniform- 


The majority of failures, records 
show, were due principally to 
"frozen assets," through default- 
ed bonds owned by these banks,
